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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shaii be entitled to a patent uniess - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kawamura et al. (6,452,880). 

Kawamura et al. discloses the invention as claimed. Figs. 2-21 show the optical 
disk apparatus having an optical head having: the light emitting element (50) in a which 
a plurality of light sources are integrally formed and capable or emitting beams of 
different wavelengths (see column 6, lines 12-14); the optical system (54) for 
converging a beam emitted from the light source onto an optical medium (55); the 
optical separator (52) for separating the reflected light from the medium from the beam 
coming from the light source; and the light receiving element (60) for detecting light 
quantities of the reflected beam separated by the optical separator, as set forth in the 
claims. Fig. 2 also shows the separator (52) separating the beams by means of 
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reflection and transmission (as set forth in claim 2), aligned at about 45 degrees (as set 
forth in claim 3), and being a parallel plate (as set forth in claim 4). Further the reference 
shows the light receiving element (60) is composed of at least four regions (see figures 
7-15) as set forth in claim 4, the diffraction grating (51) as set forth in claim 6, the 
electrical circuit (Figs. 1 , 9 and 1 1 ) as set forth in claim 7, and the ability of identifying 
and focusing the appropriate beam on the optical disk (55, see also columns 3-6) as set 
forth in ciaim 8. See the description of the figures for further details relating to the 
limitation as set forth in claims. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Yoo et al. (6,304,540) and Chang et al. (6,430,138), both disclose an optical disk 
apparatus capable of plural beams on the optical disk.
